data on the subject that the cost of ..living and 
'wage sections of the anthracite report of the 
United States Coal commission will -be read with 
unusual interest.

The findings of tlip commission in these mat- 


ters will be res-ai'dcd as reliable, for it is to be 
assumed that the commission has made Its in- 
vestigation j thoroughly and carefully and was

High prices for coal have'been represented by 


operators as due to unduly high wages paid; 
minors, while ' the; latter have asserted 
their 


actual earnings were' inadequate to cover.. ihe 
cost of living. 


First of ali, it is the conclusion o£ the com- 


mission that the anthracite miner is fairly well 
paid and suffers no hardships;lncident to an- in- 
adequate wage. 
On the other' hand it finds that

"The domestic life of- the mining population 


has of course all the lights and" shadows of any 
large number of families," says the commission.
